The National Wheelchair Basketball Association was founded in 1948 and consists of men’s,
women’s intercollegiate and youth teams throughout the United States and Canada. The goal of the
NWBA is to provide qualified individuals with physical disabilities the opportunity to play wheelchair
basketball.
